Senator Edward D. White of Louisiana has 
Deen confirmed by the Senate as Associate 
Justice of the Supreme Court. 


WASHINGTON, D.C.,Feb.19.—The unexpected 
happened to-day. President Cleveland sent. to 
the Senate the. name of Senator Edward D. 
White of Louisiana for Associate Justice of 
the Supreme Court. So faras known, the 
Name of Senator White had not been can- 
Vassed by any of his friends orthe supporters 
of the Administration to fill the place for 
which Hornblower and Peckham were fre- 
jected. 

The nomination was a complete surprise to 
every one. Senator Hilland the Republican 
Members who have been questioned say 
there is little doubt of Mr. White’s confirma- 


tion. 

_Hé voted for confirmation in the Peckham 
case, but so far as known, there will be no 
opposition to his confirmation in tbe ranks 


of his own party. 

Edward Douglas White was born 
in Lafourche Parish. Louisiana, Nov. 3, 1845, 
his father being Edward D. White, who was 
born in Tennessee, and who died in New 
Orleans April 18, 1847. Aside from his Sena- 
torial record Senator White will be recalled 
to the recollection of readers of the Post- 
DIsPATCH through the lottery Oght in which 
his activity was presented by the Post- 
DISPATCH correspondent at New Orleans. 
He was educated at Mount St. Mary’s Col- 
lege, Emmetsburg, Md., and the Jesuits’ 
College in New Orleans.

SHE HAS GONE 


Clara Howard Has Fled From St. 
Louis. 


Was One of the Chief Witnesses 
in the Duestrow Case. 


The Woman Left Last Nght and Her 
Trunk Followed To-Day. 


THE TRUNK CHECKED 10 CHICAGO, 
WHERE SHE PROBABLY NOW I3. 


She Has Eeen Laying Low for Sev- 

Days — Value of Her Evi- 
dence — How Duestrow Will Be 

Tried—Funeral of Mrs. Duestrow From 
St. Kevin’s Church To-Day.

Clara Howard, the mistress of wife and 
child-murderer Arthur Duestrow, has fled to 
Chicago. 

She disappeared from the disreputable 
house kept by her at 816 South Fourteenth 


street on Friday night last. At first it was 
supposed that she had merely 
taken refuge in some _ other lucality 


ofthis city to avoildany unpleasant conse- 
quences which might follow the discovery 
that she had been Duestrow’s mistress and 
that it wasather house he had spent the 
forenoon ofthe day in which he killea his 
wife and little son, 

Itis now certain, however, that the How- 
ard woman has left St. Louls and that Chi- 
cago was the objective point of her flight. 
This morning her trunk was sent down to 
the baggage-room of the Union Depot and 
from there checked to Chicago. 

It was Checked over the Chicago & Alton 
Rallroad, the train on which it was for- 
warded leaving St. Louls at 8:45 o’clock this 
morning. Thetrunk was expressed to tite 
Chicago & Alton Depot, in Chicago. 

Clara Howard herself was not seenat the 
Union Depot. It is likely thatshe has al- 
ready gone to Chicago and thather trunk 
was forwarded to reach her there under 
orders received from ber since her flight. 

Clara Howarda’s housekeeper of 816 South 
Fourteenth street, stoutly maintained, when 
asked this morning about the former’s where- 
abouts, that she was in the city, was 
then taking a drive and would return before 
evening. The’ trunk, she claimed, 
was sent from 814 South Four- 
teenth street. Inquiry at this house, 
disclosed the fact that a trunk had been 
shipped to-day toa Miss Murphy of Chicago 
from No. 814. The occupants of the adjoin- 
ing house had seen nothing of Clara Howard 
for several days. 

Peter Masterson,keeper of a ilvery stable at 
819 South Fourteeath street, said he had not 
seen the Howard woman for two or tltree 
days. Shensually drives a good deal. He 
was sure he would have seen her had she 
lert for a drive this morning. , 

Captain of Police Boyd said he had positive 
information that Clara Howard left for Chl- 
cago last euening. 

AN IMPORTANT WITNESS. 


The woman isan important witness in the 
Duestrow tragedy. It may be that she has 
been gotten ou: of the way to prevent her 
full testimony being given against Duestrow; 


it may be,.on the other hand, that she has 
become frightened and fied of her own ac- 
cora. 

It was almost directly from her disrep- 
utable house that Dr, Duestrow retarned to 
his own home on the day of the tragedy. On 
Friday of last week Clara Howard madea 
statement before Chief Harrigan, detailing 
the facts of Duestrow’s acquaintace with her 
and of his actions onthat day. Her evidence 
wus regarded as bearing against Duestrow, 
andit was given unwillingly by her. She 
was to have appeared at the Four Courts at 10 
o’clock on Friday, and not having appeared 
at noon an officer was sent to her house 
to bring her before thechief. She then ex- 
plained that her slowness in reporting had 
been caused by the clock in her house being 
siow. Immediately after making her state- 
mentto Chief Harrigan the woman disap- 
peared, 

Untilthis morning no clew had been ob- 
tained as to whither she had flown. To-day 
the POST-DISPATCH was enabled to 
learn the fact of the shipment of 
hertrunk to Chicago, thus indicating that 
this missing Duestrow witness had chosen 
that city as her hiding place. It should not 
be difficult, following this discovery, for the 
State to locate herin Chicago and so have 
her available in the case against Duestrow. 

The trunk was checked at the Union Depot 
here by Baggageman Steele. <A description 
of the trunk can be obtained from Mr. 
Steele, who comes on duty again at the 
Union Depot this evening. 

If Clara Howard’s testimony in the Dues- 
trow case was likely to have proved so strong 


against Dr. Duestrow that his friends 
have seen fit to advise this flight, 
the State may now discount this 


by taking steps at once to locate Clara How- 
ard in Chicago, If the woman herself has 
merely become frightened and flown of her 
own accord, she cun be located and brought 
back to testify infullasto her knowledge of 
facts bearing on the Duestrow tragedy. 

The fact that she has fled to Chicago Is es- 
tablished Dy the checking of her trunk to 
thatcity. it should not be dificuitto locate 
her there. 

As Duestrow’s mistress and the woman 
with whom he spent almost the entire fore- 


noon of the day of the tragedy, her 
evidence is most important. It will 
establish plainer than any other tes- 


timony could the condition in which Dr. 
Duestrow was on that day. Inacase where 
sudden insanity ts likely to be the liane of de- 
fense this evidence is indispensable. 


THE POST-MORTEM EXAMINATION. 


The post-mortem examination of the body 
of Mrs. Arthur Duestrow, held yesterday by 
Dr. Frank in the presence of Drs. ©. C. 
Bernays, C. J. Luyties, E. F.fHauck and J. §. 
Pirtle, revealed the presence of the third bui- 
let at the base ofthe temporal love of the 
brain. The cause of death was a compound 
comminuted fracture of the skull. 

At the inquest held immediately after the 
post-mortem by Deputy Coroner Albers the 
only witness examined was Miss Louisa 
Leisse,asister of the murdered woman. 
Nothing new was elicited. Duestrow was 
held accountable for the death. 

About a week before tne tragedy Serat. 
Murray says that a veiled woman, giving her 
address as somewhere on South Compton 
avenue, asked for police protection aguinst 
her husband at the Central District. She was 
referred tothe Fifth District, Serat. Murray 
thinks this might have been Mrs, Duestrow, 
as the resemblance was strong, The clew is 
being followed up.

LOWE'S BOND. 


It Was Made Out by Deputy Clerk 
William Fitzgerald. 


He Admits That He Acted Without Any 
Authority. 


CLAIM AGENT BARRON’S METHODS CUT 
A FIGURE IN EAST SIDE AFFIDAVITS. 


The Union Depot Ratiway Representa 
tive Charged With Attempting to Ex- 
ercise an Undue Influence Over Jurors 
—John Scullin Accused of Securing the 
Discharge of a Man Who Testifi-:d 
Against His Company. 


On Saturday night, about the time that 
Judge J. R. Claiborne was telling a Posr- 
DISFATCH reporter that no one about his 
court, except himself, had authority to sign 
a bond and release from jaila prisoner who 
was chargedin a warrant with a _ serious 
offense, Assistant Clerk Wm, L. 
Fitzgerald was taking the bond 
of John Lowe as principal and John Scullin 
as surety undera warrant charging Lowe 
with perjury. In explanation of this incon- 
gruity, Judge Claiborne sald this morning 
thathe did notthink about Fitzgerald. ‘*I 
knew he had been sick at home for some 
weeks and Cid not dream of anyone golng to 
him with a bond.’’ 

**But was not the taking of a bond in that 
way an assumption of authorty that belongs 
to you?’’ 

**Well, notexactly. You see Billy has been 
around this court so long and understands so 
well how to deal with such cases, that I gen- 
erally allow him todo about as he sees fit.’’ 

Mr. Fitzgerald said: ‘‘I wasa little piqued 
when Ireadthat statement, and I spoke to 
the Judge about it this morning. But he 
made itall right, assuring me that he never 
thought about any one coming to me fora 
bonid,’’ 

**Then you have authority to take bonds at 
your discretion?’’ 

‘*No; Ihaven’t any special authority, but 


or had a bond forfeited. Ihave been on in- 
timate terms with the Judge for years and he 
trusts me—that’s all.’’ ; 


MORE CHARGES AGAINST BARRON, 
Claim Agent Thomas Barron of the Union 
Depot Railway Co, ts fast acquiring a repu- 
tation for versatile ingenuity in the defense 


of personal damage suits against his em- 
pioyers. tie not only succeeds in collecting 
testimony of a very strong character, but he 
is even accused of taking an occasional fiyer 
at jury-fixing. Among the papers in the 
case of Thomas Conley vs. the Kast St. Loults 
Electric Railway Co. are affidavits of the 
plaintiff’s attorneys and others charging 
that Thomas Barron was very active in 
hunting up witnesses for a week before the 
ease Was tried; thathe hadas a companion 
in the prelimimary work a negro named Wm. 
West of Brooklyn; that Barron and West 
were seen together about the Court-—house 
and in Mike Geary’s saloon nearby ; that after 
the. jury had been impaneled West and 
two of the jurors, Isaac Rucker and Wm. 
Allison, became very intimate and visited 
Geary’s saloon, where also was Karron; and 
the affidavits proceed to state thatin the 
opinion of afflant, West exercised an andue 
influence upon those jurors. The plaintiff in 
this case is the father of the child, 
Patrick Conley, who lost ray foot 
in the St. Clairmavenue accidént in 1892. He 
lost his case, but his attorneys have taken 
an appeal and will flle the foregoing and 
other affidavits in support of tneir petition. 

In this case also appeared John Lowe, who 
Was almost the only witness examined for 
the defense. Lowe, however, had not been 
heard of in the case previously 
tried, of Patrick Cauley against the same de- 
fendant. Onthat trial Barron was equally 
active and introduced depositions of the con- 
ductor and motorman to prove that the com- 
pany was blameless for the accident. In 
this case, however, the plaintiff gota ver- 
dict for $7,500 and costs, and thiscase has 
been affirmed by the Supreme Court of Iill- 
nois and an execution issued, The 
amount of the judgment and costs is 
$8,008, and unless It shall be paid to-day the 
plaintiff’s attorneys, Jesse M. Freels of East 
St. Loults and Amos R. Taylor of St. Louis, 
will levy on the property of the railroad. 
These are the cases in which the reliability 
of Lowe’s testimony were first called into 


question. Lowe was not heard of in 
the first damage sult, and although 
he ciaimed to be an eye-witness 


ofthe accident on! which both cases were 
based, and although Thomas Barron had 
worked upthe company’s testimony in both 
cases, Lowe swore that he had never met 
Barron until the morning of the day ofthe 
second trial, This statement Is seriously 
doubted because of the factthat while the 
case of Thomas Cauley was tried last Septem- 
ber, Barron had taken a ‘‘deposition’’ from

SERIOUS CHARGE AGAINST SCULLIN.

They have one child, a baby 18 
months old. Two years ago they 
moved from Delphi to Albion, Il., 


where Mr. Roberts practiced his profession 
of dentistry. Along about six months ago 
Miss Waikercameto Albion, She isa mil- 
liner employed by a local Washington av- 
enue house. She remains in town here 
a part of the year, but at stated 
intervals takes trips through the coun- 
try towns introducing the latest styles. 
It was on this busimess that she reached 
Albion and took her place behind thé coun- 
ter. There she met a young lady named 


Emma Woods, who introduced her to a 
nuwber of the people in the 
town, among them Dr. Roberts. 
The doctor seemed rather charmed 


with the ways of the young milliner and paid 
many attentionsto her. Aiter she left there 
ne, it is safd, visited herat her home in Mar- 
tinsburg, and after she came to St. Louls 
called to see her here. Miss Walker came to 


St. Louls two months ago and en- 
gaged board at Mrs. Murphy’s 
boarding-Louse, No. 1225 Washington 
avenue. She seemed rather lonesome 


here by herself, so she went to Martinsburg 
and brought her younger sister, Cynthia, 
with her. Abouta month ago her sister took 
sick, dangerously so, andso Mattie brought 
her mother on-here to nurse the sick girl.

Burglars and cracksmen generally evident. 
ly regard the store of C. & W. McClean, deal- 
ers in guns and sportsmen’s goods, 410 North 
Fourth street, as an easy mark. Of late they 
have been tapping this source of supply with 
remarkable regularity and with considerable 
profit to themselves. None of the goods 
which the thieves managed to secure have so 
far been recovered. 

the store was robbed again last night. 
Some unknown smashed one of the large 
plate-glass windows of the store witha large 
stone, andthrough the aperture thus made 
drew outtwo fine hammerless guns which 
had been placed on exhibition in the win- 


dow. The robbery was not discovered until 
Mr. McClean opened the store this morning.

CHIEF THIEL’S WOUN D. 


The Deteciive Narrowly Escaped Bleed- 
ing to Death. 


DENVER, Colo., Feb. 19.—Mr. G. A. Thiel, 
head of Thiel’s Detective Agency, stepped 
from an Eastern train last night, and, with 
one of his assistants, overhauled another 
passenger at the gate. The map ar- 
rested was disarmed at once, but in 
disarming him ae 45-caliber pistol was 
Gropped and discharged, the ball striking 
Mr. Thiel at the Knee, The prisoner was 
James Ruphelford, suspected of being one of 
the Olyphant (Ark.) train robbers and possi- 
bly the murderer of Conductor McNally. 


Mr. Thiel was taken to St. Luke’s 
Hospital after receiving his wound. 
Jie was .very weak from _ loss of 


blood, and this morning was so feeble that 
he could with difficulty converse, and his 
doctor gave strict orders thatno one should 
see him. ; 

The patient is not dangerously ‘hurt, but 
careful nursing and quiet are absolutely 
necessary. 

The detective’s knee-cap was shattered 
and he may lose his log. though it is hoped to 
avoid that outcume. he physicians say he 
had a narrow escape from bleeding to death, 
asthe bullet severedanartery. ‘oa friend 
Ruphelford to-day related the story of the 

1ase. In ail the substantial particulars it Is 

e same as that tola by the officers last 
night. : 

Rupleford occuples a cellin,thecity jail and 
laughs over his arrest and. emphatically 
denies having had anything to do with the 
crime for which he was arrested. 


The Denver police authorities are 
highly indignant that the capture 
of Rupheltord was not left to 


them, and in retaliation have officially an- 
nounced that the man lying at the hospital 


is not G. Thiel, but an employe 
named Jones, The POST-DISPATCH 
correspondent has, however, seen 
_r. Thiel and positively ascer- 
tained bis fdentity. ‘the Denver police 
to-day tooK Ruphelford before a Magis- 
trate, where he was fined for carry- 
ing concealed weapons. He was 


not, however, released,as they bad planned, 
and is still in the power of the St: Louls offi- 
cers. 


At Mr. Thiel’s residence on Lindell boule- 
vard the family had no details inaddition to 
those published. ars. CC. New. 
comb, wife of General Manager New- 
comb of Thiel’s agency, said she knew 


absolutely nothing concerning the matter 


She had been called 
upon by representatives of the morning pa- 
pers, but could impart no information, as 
she had none. She asked that until some 
definite information could be received that no 
mention be made of it as it would cause 
unnecessary anxiety to Mr. Thiel’s family. 
Though this was the only subject of her con- 


versation she was surprised to find herself 
given as authority for statements as to her 


husbdand’s business affairs, concerning which 
she neither gave nor had the information 
credited to her.

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The Police Department in Need of 
Men and Money. 


An Unfortunate R-:duction of the Fores 
Now Threatened. 


WILL LEAVE MATTERSIN A MOST DE- 
PLORABLE CONDITION. 


The City May Be Left Without Sufficient 
Protection Because There Has Not 
Been Enough Money Appropriated to 
Pay the Already Too Small Force— 
Men Who Have Faithfully Performed 
Their Duty Will Be Droppedif Funds 
Are Not Secured—Needs of the De- 
partment. 


* The Police Board finds itself ina very ugly 
predicament and unless some pnreans 
are devised to raise money with which 
to pay the men until the appropriation for 
the next fscal yearis made, it is probable 
that they will take some action to 
reduce the already insufficient force. This 
would be most deplorable as it would leave 
the department short-handed at a time when 
its needs were most, as crime was never so 


bad all over the country as at pres- 
ent. It is claimed that there 
is no way of bridging over the difficulty 
and that, unfortunate as the step 
will be, it is almost certain 


that the boara will decide to let out thirty or 
forty men for lack of funds to pay them. 

There are still two months’ salary to be 
paid before the beginning of another fiscal 
year and the appropriation is almost ex- 
hausted. The Police Commissioners say they 
find themselves forced to choose between 
two evils—reducing salaries or reducing the 
force. Crime is rampantinthe city. Every 
man now onthe forceis needed and more, 
too, to keep the thieves and thugs from 
getting the upper hand of law 
und ordér. For years efforts 
have been made to have the force in- 
creased, and at the beginning of 
the present year the Municipal Assembly 
was asked to appropriate $144,000 for 200 more 
men, but this was refused. Now there must 
be still furtber reductions. If not the board 
is fableto find its own members held re- 
sponsible for the payment of the officers’ 
salaries. Anordinance forblds a reduction 
of salaries, so there is nothing left to be done 
but lop offenough men to keep within the 
appropriation. And even when this has 
been decided upon there will be difficulty in 
choosing whom to let go. Charges must be 
preferred in order to dismiss a man, and 
altogether things are ina pretty mess, 

The Board of Police Commissioners will 
take up the problem at to-morrow’s meeting 
and decide upon its course. Clty Counseior 
Marshall has been asked his opinion as to 
the legal status of the commissioners in the 
matter and his report will be submitted to 
guifie them in their action, 

Chief of Police Lawrence Harrigan thought 
ita delicate matter for him todiscuss. He 
feared that his remarks would he tagen asa 
prophecy of the Doard’s action. 


INCREASE AND NOT DECREASE NEEDED. 

In reply toa direct question asto the ad- 
visability of cutting down the force, the 
Chief sald: 

**Instead of being cut down it should be in- 
creased. Every day I have applications 


from citizens in the outlying districts for 
more police protection, Dut lam powerless. 
Weare giving the peopleofthis town the 
best service we can under the existing con- 
ditioms.’’ 

‘*Ifitcametoa choice between reducing 
the force orthe salaries of the men, which 
woau!d you choose?’’ 

‘*Well, Icertainiy don’t think the officers 
oftufls department are pald any too much 
money, but I believe the pay of the men is 
settled by law, so there could be no change 
in this without the Assembly passed an ordi- 
nance.’’ 

Comptroller Sturgeon characterized the 
talk about the necessity for more inén on the 
force as ‘‘poppycock.’’ 

**)T ney first talk of increasing and then de- 
creasing the police force. That is only to 
have asensation, Policemen don’t prevent 
crime;they oniy detect it. If hundreds of 
additional policemen were scattered all over 
town, there would be murders just the same. 
Then you must remember that there 
are 600 night watchmen who are paid 
by the citizens. That makesa force of 1,800 
men. Why don’tthey put more men on at 
night and fewerinthe day? Most crimes are 
committed at night. 

‘*‘If the police Gepartmentare profligate— 
Idon’t,.say thatthey are—they must bear 
the consequences. The commissioners should 
not have appointed the extra men. They 
knew thecity was poor. They were given so 
much to run the department on and it’s their 
own fault if they have spent more, 

‘‘lam willing todo whatican to accom- 
modate them, DutI donot propose to break. 
my oath of office and violate the State consti- 
tution by turning money over to them which 
does not belong to them.’’ 

it may be saidin justiceto the police de: 
partmentthat itis the only Dranchof the 
city government where the employes do not 
receive pay during short termsof i)iness. 
Insome of the departmonts a man cap be 
sick for months and receive his pay. Asin 
gle day’s sickness on the part of a policeman 
causes him the loss of that portion of his 
salary. ‘ihat the force is inadequate to a city 
the size of St. Louls all must concede. It will 
be a hardship to lay off any of the meu now, 
particularly asthere are no charges against 
them. ‘Yo lay off men who ha n per- 
forming their duty as faithfully as the police 
have the present Rard winter is a most un- 
fortunate step which now seems absoittely 
necessary to ve taken. 


POLICE COMMISSIONER LEE’S VIEWS. 
Police Commissioner John A. Lee explained 
the dilemma of the board in the following in- 
terview: 
‘*I have been away and was not at the last 
board meeting, but had an interview with the 


Comptroller before leaving St. Louls and un- 
derstand the situation. We have appropria- 
sion for carrying only 685 patrolmen, but an 
ordinance was some time since passed per- 
mitting the board to utilize any surplus ac- 
cumulated from sick timeor furlough time 
(which is not paid for) for carrying addi- 
tional men. We,have therefore nm carry- 
ing from 675 to men, 

‘*The last Legislature passed ae vans 
to each member of the force two days 1- 
day a month, and-the result has been that 
the furlough time has been unusually small, 
and the act seems to have had a hy gionté 
effect, as the sickness during the past winter 
has been exceedingly infrequent.

SOCIAL ORGANIZATIONS. 


No Opinion Hanied Down in the Case— 
The Grounds on Which the Case Was 
Defsnded—Robert Ostershorn Secures 

Wife on Racy

Judge Valliant to-day gavea judgment for 
the defendant in the case of the State tothe 
use of Nicholas M. Bell, Excise Commissioner, 
against the st, Louis Club. This is 
the suit which put to the test the 
right of the Excise Commissioner 
to exact a liquor tax from clubs. 
The Excise Commissioner in his bill recited 
that for six months the defendant continu- 
ously sold liquor in quantities less than 
three gallons at its premises on Locust 
street and Ewing avente without being 
licensed as a dramshop-keeper and 
in violation of the laws of 
Missourl ana of an act of the 


General Assembly,entitied, *‘AnjAct to Regu- 
late the Sale of Intoxicating Liquors in 
the Original Package or Otherwise.’’ 
The Excise Commissioner prayed that the 
unlawful aets of the clubbe inquired in- 
to and that tts charter he forfeited. 
The club, in its answer, entered a general 
denial tothe Commissioner’s writ,and alleged 
that it was incorporated to advance 
by social intercourse the bodily and 
mental health of its members, 
to promote the commercial prosperity of St. 
Louis, and to enjoy a place of friendly inter- 
course for its members, The answer admitted 
that the club kept spirituous liquors 
on its premises, but denied that 
any part of these liquors had been 
sold, but claimed that it had been dis- 
pensed among its members and 
such guests as were non-residents, 
there being charged against the members or 
guests a sum less than the cost 
of the purchase and service of 
the liquor, and that. these ODilis..were 
paid on the first of each month, The answer 
further alleged that its membership 
was limited to 400 residents and 
150 non-residents, that the inittation fee was 
$100 and the annual dues $80, 
that at the club house were 
maintained dining-rooms, reading-rooms. 
that no member was 
to have more than 
guests, that the club has not been 
maintained ata profitto any one, The case 
a submitted on a stipulation as to the 
acts. 
No opinion accompanied the decision.

When 
her condition became such that - she 
had to leave the Christian Home, and he re- 
fused to marry her, she allged, she submit- 
ted toa criminal operation to hide her 
shame and forced him by threats to marry 
her. The plaintiff made a general denial of 
the allegations in the cross- bill.

Forced to Surrender. 


Corraled in the Outlaw’s House at Vi- 
salia by a Pursuing Posse, 


TO SAVE HIS. CHILDREN THE TRAIN- 
ROBBER ASKED FOR QUARTER.J 


i eee 


The Whole Country Joined in the Ohase 
and Surrounded the Place Where 
Evans Had Taken Refuge—Oareer of 
the Most Noted Robber of the Pacific 
Coast~—Three Murders to His Credit— 
John Sontag’s Death. 


VisaLia, Oal., Feb. 19.—Chris Evans, the 
train robber and outlaw, whose deeds make 
the most sensational chapter in the crim- 
inal annals of the Pacific coast, and 
his daring companion, Ed  Mofrell, 
have surrendersd to the officers 
ofthelaw. Marshal Gard, the Sheriff of Kay 
County, with a posse, had Evans’ house sur- 
rounded since 3 o’clock this morning. 

It was known that the two bandits were Iin- 
side, but a Mrs. Brighton and Evans’ chil- 
dren were alsointie house, and because of 
this fact the officers hesitated about storm- 
ing the place. 

At daylight a strong cordon of armed men 
were aground the Evans house, with half the 
townat a respectful distanee. Sheriff Kay 
paid a young Man named Beeson to go into 
the house and get Evans’ children out, When 
he knocked at the door he was pulled inside. 

The bandits at first refused all overtures 
looking to their surrender, but when Marshal 
Gard finally told them of his dotermination 
to open fire upon and storm the house, 


Evans, to save his children,agreed to surren- 
der, and he and Morrell came outside and 
gave themselves up to the officers, 

Evans and Morrell are now beh! nd the bars 
in the ©ounty Jalil. Evans looks very rough 
and neededa bath. Morrell looked serious, 
as though not appreciating his condition, 


Evans’ escape from the Fresno Jail took 
place on Dec. 2. It was madeitn a way en- 
tirely in keeping with the desperate charac- 
terofthe man. Evans had his meals served 
from the restaurant where Morrell was em- 

loyed asa waiter. Mrs. Evans came to see 

er husband at 6o’clock, and a few minutes 
after the waiter came in with dinner for the 
convicted man. Evans was allowed to go 
out of his cell in the large jail corridor. Mrs. 
Evans and the walter werethe only persons 
with him, the door being locked oy 
Jaller Scott. He happened to be 
the only officer around, the rest having gone 
todinner, Mrs. Evans sat. down with her 
husband and both appeared to be enjoying 
their meal. A few minutes after the waiter 
called. to Scott, saying Evans had finished 
dinner and he wished to take away the 
things. Phe Jaller entered, and as heap- 
proached the table the waiter drew a pistol 
and pointed it at Scott’s heart, saying: 
**Hold up your hands!’’ The jailer thought it 
was a joke, but he was paralyzed when 
Evans drew another glittering 
from the dinner-tray where 
been concealed by a fapkin. Thejailer 
was in their power, and [tf response 
to Evans’ demand for him to open thedoors, 
he picked up the keys and walked back- 
ward dowh the stairs with Evans, the 
walter following. As both had guns, Scott 
was powerless. Evans forced the jailer to let 
him out the side entrance. Once in the street 
the party was met by ex-Mayor Cole. The 
aller was walking along in advance of 

vans very meekly, and the bandit force 
Cole to hold up his hands and to accompany 
them. Cole thought he had struck a gang of 
foot-pads, but he went along. This queer 
procession was next met by City Marshal 
Morgan, whoknew Evansatonce. He tried 
to arrest the bandit, but was shot down. 
Merrell and Evans then jumped Into a news- 
paper cart and disappeared, 

It wasjust getting dark when the men 
passed into the street. The electric lights 
were not burning yet. Spirited horses anda 
wagon were waiting for the fugitives on the 
Street, but fromthe noise of the shooting 
which ensued, when Oity Marshal Morgan 
was shot, the horse became frightened, 
broke the hitching straps and dashed away. 
The bandits were then compelled to takea 
newsboy’shorseandcart. Marshal Morgan 
was shot in the shoulder, but not injured. 

Chris Evansis 45 years old,& feet 9 inches 
high, weighs usually 170 pounds, has a red 
mustache and sandy hair. One eye is gone, 
shot out is his last fight with the officers, and 
one armis useless, asarelicof his last bat- 
tle. It wasin this fight that John Sontag 
got his death wounds, which proved fatal a 
short time after he was brought to the Fresno 
jail. Evans had lived in Visalia orin the 
neighborhood for twelve or fifteen years, He 
owns a place of 160 acres in Redwood Canyon, 
about thirty-five miles from Visalia. He also 
owns a houseintown. By business he wasa 
warehouseman. 

Evans has a@ wife and seven children, 
among them a 17-year-old daughter, who, 
before the train robbery which made her 
father and lover outlaws, was engaged to 
marry John Sontag. Shestill clings to the 
belier that her fatherand lover are innocent 
of the crime imputed to them. 

The train robbery took place on Aug. 4, 
1892. The robbers got $4,500. Evans, Sonn 
and George Sontag did the work. The Son- 
tags were laborers. They were formerly con- 
nected with the Southern Pacific Co., George 
as an engineer and John as a brakeman. 
They came tothis State from Mankato, Minn., 
where it is now said they were implicated in 
two daring train robberies. 

Soon after the robbery George Sdntag was 
captured and Is now serving out his sentence 
in the Penitentiary. Evans and Jobn took to 
the foothills, Where they had many pattles 
with Sheriff’s posses, three of the latter los- 
ing their lives in the various encounters. 

The two bandits were finally captured and 
as stated, Sontag died, and Evans was tried 
and sentenced toimprisoament forlife. He 
was tried forthe murder of Marshall Victor 
Wilson, who met his death at Samson Flat, 
Sept. 14, 1892. 

Wilson and his men were accompanied by 
two Apacte scouts, who had tracked Evans 
and Sontag to Samson Flat, Just asthe 
pasty arrived in front of Rancher Young’s 

ouse the door was thrown open and Evans 
and Sontag appeared with shotguns at their 
shoulders, ‘Shey delivered a broadside from 
both barrels before the officers could draw 
their weapons.

A PENALTY THAT EXPRESSES A PUBLIC 
CONDEMNATION, 


‘The PFrisoner’s Erief but Emphatic 


Speech Before the Court—He Claimed 
to Have Done Nothing Wrong-A 
Sketch of His Political Career-—The 
Cause of His Downfall. 


BROOKLYN, N. Y., Feb. 19.—**How long will 
he get?’’ was the question which one heard 
everywhere in Brooklyn this morning. On 
the elevated roads, onthe street cars and on 
the sidewalks, wherever two or three men 
could be seen together, itis safeto say that 
-they were talking about the McKane case. 

At the Court-house crowds of anxious 
men besieged the doors of the court-room 
and the policemen had a herculean task in 
Keeping them from breaking down the doors 
in their desire to getinto secure a good po- 
sition in which they could see and hear 
everything which took place, 

Sergt. White, with twenty-five men from 
the First Police Precinct, struggled hard to 
make way for the reporters who got into the 
court-room through the judges’ entrance. 
The doors of the court were tightly locked, 
but the gallery doors were left open. 

ARRIVAL OF M’KANE, 

Finally, one by one, the spectators were 
let in,and just at 9:55 o’clock the door opened 
wide and Jobn Y. McKane, accompanied by 
Sheriff Buttling, entered. He was appar- 
ently the most unconcerned man in the court 
room and walked about talking to his 
friends, who one and all shook him 
warmly by the hand. Every one who saw 
him remarked his wonderful nerve. He held 
aconversation with his counsel, Foster L. 
Backus. They sat down beside each other a 
few minutes later, and both men laughed 
beartily at something that was said by a man 
sitting near by. 

The prosecuting lawyers, E. M. Sheppard, 
Col. Lamb and Joe Wernberg, were also in 
court and held a consultation. 


MOTIONS DENIED. 

By 10:50 o’clock the corridors were ren- 
Gered almost impassable as the crowd 
surged, and at 10:06 Judge Bartlett took his 
seat on the bench, Mr, E. C. James then 
stood up and sald: 

‘*Your Honor, I appear for the defendant, 
Mr. John Y. McKane, Imovefor a new trial 
under sec. 465 code of criminal proceedure, 
subdivisions 6 and 6.’’ 

Judge Bartlett denied the motion, 

Mr. James then asked for an arrest of 
judgment onthe ground that the facts as 
stated in the indictment do not constitute a 
crime. 

This was also denied, 

Then Mr. James asked the court to take 
into consideration that the defendant had 
never been convicted of any felony and that 
his previous good character be taken into 
consideration, 

Judge Bartlett said he did not see any cir- 
cumstances which would warrant such dis. 
cretion. Mr. James then asked for a stay of 
execution of judgment for twenty days to 
enable the defendant to move on a notice for 
certificate of reasonable doubt. 

Mr. Sheppard said that it would be better 
for defendant’s counsel to wait until sen- 
tence be pronounced before making this ap- 
plication. 

Mr. Sheppard moved for sentence to be 


passed, 
THE PRISONER SPEAKS. 


McKane, when asked what he had to say, 
said: 

‘‘Ido not Know that I can say anything 
but what I said on the stand during the 


trial. [have never done anything wrong to 
apyoneas furas I know. I never did any- 
thing directly or indirectly wrong with’ ro- 
gard tothe election, nor did I ever counsel 
anyone elseto doanything wrong. I again 
Say that I am not guilty of any offense 
against the law.’’ 


THE SENTENCE. 
Judge Bartlett then proceeded to pass sen- 


tence, and said: 


**I do not feel inclinedto disregard the 
recommendation to mercy made by the jury. 
The crime which the defendant committed 
wasa serious one. ‘That. great crime seems 
to be one that demands emphatic sentence. 
The penalty should be so severe as to express 
due condemnation, while not so severe as to 
excite sympathy. The sentence of the court is 
that the defendant be imprisoned in Sing 
Sing State Prison for six years.’’ 

There was a dead silence in court fora mo- 
ment, andthen amidst a murmur of voices 
through the chamber, Judge Bartlett 
ordered the court to be cleared. 

THE CULPRIT UNCONCERNED., 

When the sentence of six years’ imprison- 
ment was pronounced on McKane, the one 
who seemed to be least affected was the 


‘*chief’’ himself.- The words had scarcely 
passed from the Judge’s lips when McKane 
turned round and resumed his seat beside his 
lawyers. 

A subdued murmur of astonishment es- 
caped from the spectators who thronged the 
court-room, but the ‘‘hum’’ was quickl 
suppressed by Judge Bartlett, wuorappe 
vigorously with his gavel and orjered the 
police to clear the court, 

‘*Good God!’’ sald one of his henchmen,

At West Brighton he was constant 
in contact with poolsellers, liquor dealers, 
prize fighters and other unsavory persons. 

W hile he was reading the weekly lesson to 
his Sunday-scbool pupils, scenes of revelry 
and disorder were being enacted with his 
knowledge and consent all over the west end 
of the island. 


A FAMILIAR FIGURE AT ALBANY. 

At Albany McKane was a familiar figure ag 
every iegisiative session of recent years, 
He was invariably accompanied to the capi- 
tal by a coterie of Gravesenders. He paid 


their board at the Delavan House, treated 
them to champagne, and paid all thelr ex- 
penses. They were, like most of his polite 
ical intimates, ashady lot of camp followers, 
subsisting on: his bounty and the tribute he 
had wrung from thetown. While they were 
dissipated and unruly, McKane never joined 
in their excesses. Although he spent hig 
money freely, he neither drank nor smok 
Neither was he ever known to gamble. 

Now that McKane has disappeared from 
the scene his influence in politics and town 
affairs is practically atan end. His impris-~ 
onment will, in all pepe be the signal 
for a break up of the McKane *‘Phalaux’® 
which has so proudly marched down Penne 
sylvania avenue in Washington at the inate 
guration of two Presidents of the United 
States. Stryker Williams is politically Me- 
Kane’s residuary legatee, but he has neither 
the ambition to be ‘*Doss’”* nor the material 
of which ‘*bosses’’ are made. 

CAUSE OF M’KANE’S DOWNFALL. 

The specific charge on which McKane was 
tried and found guilty is that he fraudulently 
procured (that isto say, counselled or com- 


manded) certain election inspectors to con- 
ceal the registry lists which the law enacts 
shall be opento the inspection of citizens, 
whether for examination, reference or copy 
ing. Fora longtime McKane had been the 
ruler of Gravesend, and a political boss from 
whose decision there seemed to be no appeal, 
At the election iast November William J. 
Gaynor was a candidate for Justice of the 
Supreme Court. He was defeated, and began 
an investigation into the election held in 
Gravesend. Mr. Gaynor found that the town 
whick about twenty months before hada 
popeletion of 8,400 had a registry list of 6, 200, 

ooking into the detalis he found some- 
thing still more startling and alarming. 

He found that the Second District, the Co- 
ney Island District, with a population of 
1,603, registered a vote of 2,465—a registry of 
voters 60 per cent more than all the men, 
womenand children and even aliens in the 
district. There were only 1,400 citizens, Men, 
women and children. In another census 
there are 200 aliens in that district, yet with 
1,400 inhabitants, it registered a vote of 2,465, 
and actually polled a vote of 1,512. 

In the course of McKane’s trialit was shown 
that prior to election and on the day of elec- 
tion Mr. Gaynor had demanded permission 
to inspect the registry lists. This privilege 
was denied him by the inspectors, under the 
direction of McKane,

It is not easy to understand how ‘‘A 
Constant Subscriber and Reader of the 


Post-DisPATCH’’ can ask such questions | 


as the following, butitis easy to answer 
them: 

Your paper hasat all times taken an in- 
terest in righting all wrongs regardless of 
wealth. 

Why, now, should yo refrain from prose- 
cuting tothe bitter end this human devil 
Duestrow? He is wealthy, ’tis true, but is 
that any reason why he should be allowed to 
keep his prostitutes in open defiance of 
decent society and murder in cold blood his 
innocent child and virtuous wife, and then 
go unmolested because of his wealth with 
which to buy public sentiment? You can do 
much towards giving him his just dues, and 
lhope you will. These are not my senti- 
ments alone, but those of thousands of 
virtuous and law-abiding citizens who live in 
hopes to see this vagabond with all his hush 
money fully pay the penalty of this fearful 
crime, 

The Post-DISPATCH has never attempted 
to incite a mob totakeany prisoner out 
of the hands of the law and execute upon

») What evidence may be forthcoming of 


Duestrow’s insanity—his only possible 
defense—we do not know. It will be time 
enough to pronounce it insufficient when 
an attempt is made to secure his acquittal 
on a false plea of insanity. 

In the meantime the Post-DISPATCH will 
not put any impediment in the way of a 
fair trial. On the contrary, it will aid the 
officers of the law to get all the facts in the 
case—to prevent suppression of evidence 
or tampering with witnesses or jurymen— 
to prevent an acquittal upon any false plea 
or false testimony.

RESISTANCE AND SUBSERVIENCY.

known. And the correctness of this con- 
clusion has been proved by the experience 
of a century. 

The division of power is one of the chief 
safepuards of a republic. There is no 
greater menace to the liberty and safety of 
a free people than one-man power in gov- 
ernment, and the gateway to that end is 
one-man power in appointments. With 
unrestricted appointive privileges the ex- 
ecntive head could fill the offices with sub- 
servient and corrupt tools. He could 
build up an army of official henchmen 
ready to use the whole power of the gov- 
ernment for his advantage.

but the difficulties in the way of making it 
a means of successfully attacking the rights 
and freedom of the people are insurmount- 
able. This would require the acquiescence 
of a majority of the Senate ina con- 
spiracy and the overcoming of presidential 
scruples solely by resistance to his will. 
It should be remembered also that a con- 
spiracy. of this kind would have to en- 
counter a constantly increasing pressure of 
public opinion and that its worst result 
would be the formation of a temporary 
oligarchy for appointive purposes only. 

Unwarranted resistance to the presiden- 
tial will on the part of the legishative 
power is condemnable, but is infinitely 
preferable to weak or corrupt subserviency. 
It is better that a thousand good appoint- 
ments were rejected without cause than 
that one appointment, good or bad, were 
confirmed through patronage, promise or 
pressure. That strikes free government 
at a vital point. 


A FRIENDLY PROJECT. 


The danger to the Indians of the present 
tribal system in the Territory and the 
actual hardships and injustices it inflicts 
upon the weaker members of the tribes 
has been clearly exposed by one of the 
chiefs of the Cherokees. 

According to his testimony the worst 
form of land baronage exists in the Terri- 
tory. The land being held in common and 
the disposal of it being in the hands of the 
Indian Council the best possible oppor- 
tunity is offered greedy adventurers and 
the strong men of the tribes to de- 
fraud the weak andignorant. Enormous 
sections of the land have been fenced in 
under various pretexts and privilege grants 
Land barons and their dependents prac- 
tically control the tribes. The strong 
absorb the profits of all the land, and the 
weak are driven to the barren wastes to 
eke out a half savage existence. 

With the lands allotted in severalty 
members of the tribes will be placed onan 
equality. This equality will be assured 
forareasonable length of time until the 
ignorant Indians can learn to appreciate 
their advantages. All will be placed under 
the protection of law and will enjoy the 
benefits of education and _ ciyilization. 
They will be relieved of the vicious influ- 
ence of the scoundrels who now make their 
country a place of criminal refuge. 

Intelligent consideration of the condi- 
tions existing inthe Indian Territory will 
convince anyone that the change proposed 
by the Dawes Commission is for the good 
of the Indians themselves. No true friend 
of the Indians will attempt to bar the way 
of progress among them.

ANARCHIST RAVINGS. 


The absurdity of the Anarchist idea of 
progress is well illustrated by the advice 
given by a speaker in London to his hear- 
ers to read books on chemicals and so learn 
how to manufacture dynamite bombs. 

It would not be worth while to notice 
these vaporings were it not that many ill 
balanced people among the respectable 
classes are disposed to think that bomb 
throwers have a real grievance and that 
they are really driven to desperation by 
their wrongs. But in not one instance has 
a dynamite assassin been a sufferer in his 
own person. These men are usually of good 
education and originally of good minds. 
They are all fitted to earn a good living, hav- 
ing been trained for positions exempt in a 
measure from industrial competition. 
Many of them are teachers, and made a 
decent living before lunacy set in, as in- 
structors in languages, in which they are 
often proficient. Others are writers, more 
or less gifted, always able toturn an hunest 
penny if sodisposed. The pretense that 
they ‘‘have nothing to live for, being 
simply slaves of capitalists,’’ has no foun- 
dation save in the diseased fancy of dis- 
ordered brains. They have no grievance 
whatever. 

The only way to account for their strange 
conduct is on the theory of insanity. This 
is held by the best alienists and students 
of criminology, who have on several occa- 
sions tested the Anarchist mind and found 
it either distorted or diseased. The An- 
archist doctrine itself is evidence of mad- 
ness, for it offers nothing but destruction. 
Its plea is not for justice. It only rails 
against what it holds to be injustice, 
which it proposes to get rid of by dissolv- 
ing society itself, in which alone justice 
can be realized. Only insanity could give 
birth tosuch ideas, which are criminal 
and inhuman. 

It does not seem possible to put an end 
to these mad doings save by international 
action designed to prevent the propagand- 
ists from finding harbor in any civilized 
country, This has been often proposed, 
but free countries have hitherto refused to 
enter into such an arrangement, because 
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to be brought 


active have the Anarchists become of late 
that probably despotisms will\ have to 
yield and make the distinction insisted 


upon by free governments. 


WHEN Macaulay’s New Zealander ‘sits on 
London Bridge and views the ruins of St. 
Paul’s, he will doubtless say to himself: ‘*it 
was easy to see that this defective British 
Civilization was doomed to perish. Without 
woman suffrage and Nr. George's single tax 
how could it be otherwise?’’ This New 
Zealander will be no savage. He will 
be the product of the highest civilization. 
Are we not getting reports from New 
Zealand that woman suffrage there has given 
satisfaction, andthat New Zealand women 
vote for men of the highest moral, social and 
political integrity? The utmost good order 
prevailed when they voted, and everything 
was asitshould have been. New Zealand, 
furthermore, is the place where the friends 
cf the Single Tax have got in their work, 
and where, it is alleged, this 
panacea has peen found to _ give 
everybody relief, if not perfect happiness. 
Great is New Zealand. Thereis no knowing 
how large a debt the world will owe her. 
Reformers may well take on new zeal when 
they read the reports from New Zealand, 


IT would have been well, perhaps, if the 
Behring tribunal .could have stopped every 
sort of seal catching.

They Distributed Geditious Cfreulers 
Among the Workinzmoen and Military 
~The Revolutionary Headduarters in 
‘Giebenbrunnengasse—How the Police 
Discovered and Captured the Gang. 

« 


Viexwa, Feb. 19.—The trialof the tweive 
Anarchists arrested in September Iast, 
charged with conspiring against the life of 
Emperor Francis Joseph, began to-day. The 
defense asked that part of the proceedings 
be made pubiic, but the court ruled that 
trial should take place in secret. The pro- 


p ceedings promise to be memorable in the his- 


tory Of anarchy, as the case is, one of the 
most sensational and romantic on record, 
KEEN INTEREST. 

The trial dfthese twelve men, Franz Has-; 
pel and Stephen Hahnel, the ringleaders, 
and Mathias Stetka, Martin Stixul, Karl Kio- 
kal, Johann Wopateckm, Karl Morswats, 
Joseph Senhenal, Michael Wellner, Mathias 
Fleischhaus, Joseph Komarex and Kari Ket- 
sel, in view of the recent Anarchist explotts 
in Europe, will De followed with the Keenest 
interest here, and in the United States as 
well, for the prisoners are said to be closely 
connected with the Anarchists of America. 

The Anarchists were tracked and arrested 
in the most sensational manner. It is a mat- 
ter of regret that this important trial is to be 
conducted behind closed doors, as revela- 
tions of a remarkable kind are expected, 
Arrangements, however, have been made by 
the correspondents which, it is expected, 
will enable them to furnish from day to day 
accurate reports of the proceedings of the 
important secret tribunal. 

It should be added that some of the most 
extraordinary exhibits ever brought into a 


court will be shown to-day during the pro- 
ceedings of the secret tribunal. 
THE PLOT. 

The history of the plot in which the men to 
be tried to-day were connected is most in- 
teresting. They will be shown to have 
been in touch with the anarchists of England 
and America, and the trial may be expected 
tothrow some light upon the tnternational 
organization and action of a body whose 
reckless crimes have outraged the whole 
world. 

During the months of July and August last 
the Austrian police were greatly exercise 
by the successful dissemination among the 
working classes, and among every section of 
the army, of dangerous, seditious and vio- 
lently revolutionary pamphiets, leafiets and 
all sorts of ‘‘appeals to the masses’’ to rise 
against the existing order of things. 

The work of distribution was carried on 80 
mysteriously by night that fora long time it 
seemed impossible to trace the authors. 
Every quarter ofthe city was ,scoured by the 
most expert detectives untilat length the 
headquarters of the revolutionary gang was 
discoverea in Siebenbrunnengasse, a poor 
street in the Margarethen district of the 
capital. The house formingthe Anarchist 
headquarters was No. 65. Notime was lost 
in planning a‘‘raid.’’ Thetwo men whose 
arrest was in the first instance contem- 
plated, were Franz Haspel anda Stefan 
Hahnel, both journeymen cabinetmakefrs. 


THE POLICE RAID. 
Eaily Friday morning, Sept. 22, a 
small body of detectives posted themselves 
opposite No. 65. They had ascertained that 
one of the two men so urgently ‘‘wanted,’’ 


Habnel, had to begin his work in the factory 
where he was empioyed atéo’clock. In due 
course Hahnel appeared and before he had 
proceeded a dozen yards up the street he 
was a prisoner. The arrest was effected 
without the slightest fuss, Hahnel Deing 
taken completely off his guard. His pockets 
having been searched, -he was marched off to 
the lockup. Upon the person of the prisoner 
the detectives found a latch key of the dwell- 
ing which Hahnelshared with his still un- 
captured fellow conspirator. 


STARTLING DISCLOSURES. 

Back went the detectives to No. 65. Mount- 
ing rapidly to the third floor the Police Com- 
missary who was In command placed the 
latch key in the lock and the doorswung 


open. The dwelling which the police had 
thus successfully invaded consisted of a room 
and kitchen. A thorough search of the 
house was then begun. The furniture of the 
sitting room consisted of an oblong couch 
covered with black American leather, a 
small brown-painted table, a painted nignt- 
stool, a trunk, a wardrobe and two or three 
chairs. A close inspection of these articles 
of furniture yieided stariling results, 

While two of the detectives guarded the 
prisoner the others examined the couch, A 
close inspection revealed the existence of a 
secret lock. This was broken with consider- 
able difficulty, and then the Innocent couch 
wes found to beacostly hand-print press, 
with ali the latest improvements. 

Inside one of the cylinders of the printing 
press they came across large bundles of the 
anarchical “Appeal to the Austrian \asses,’’ 
which was one of the seditious pamphlets 
that had put them onthe track of the con- 
spirators. 

In the little brown-painted table which 
stood against the walltne detectives discoy- 
ered a complete set of type, arrayed in the 
most compact and scientific manner, . 

Examination of the night stool revealed 
the existence of a secret compartment full of 
revolutionary pamphlets and leaflets exactly 
corresponding with those that bad in the 
first instance excited the suspicion of the 
authorities. . 

AN ARSENAL OF BOMBS, 

The large trunk was next examined. It 
contained surprises which threw those of the 
couch and table completely tn the shade. The 
detectives when they forced the lock founda 
inside a perfect arsenal of explosive bombs 
all ready to be charged, some in glass and 
some in wetal, and, in addition, metal cases, 
tubes, wires, clock- works and impleinents of 
various kinds for fitting these together. The 
necessary explosives for charging these tn- 
fernal machines were also discovered, 

There were also discovered, in the course 
of the investigation, revolvers with a suppiy 
of ammunition to fit them, and aia 
amount of stationery for printing and corre. 
spondence purposes. 

Finally, in a wardrobe, the police found 
one or more coats with swivels or hooks at- 
tached to the linings for the purpose of 
carrying bonds. 

\\ hUle the search was in progress a deter- 
mined attempt et sulcide was made by the 
prisoner Haspel, who had been found in the 
rooms. When he saw that all was discovered 
he thrust aside the detectives and en- 
deavoredto throw himself outofthe win- 
dow. 

He was intercepted im time, however, and 
promptly secured. ' 

OTHER ARRESTS. 

On the evening Of the same day that these 
Important arrests were effected eight other 
Anarchists were taken into custody, and in 
the course of the following day four more 
were arrested. The evidence against two of 


these, however, Wes su found to 
be insufficient and were accordingly re- 
leased. Consequently, welve men be 
tried when the case Comes up to-day.

for its subtitle ‘The Cause of Industrial De- 
pression.’ Briefly, it is that material 
proerese increases the value of land, This 
ing left to individual owners land specu- 
laiion sets in and the price of land advances 
tillit reachesa point at which capital and 
labor cannot pay these prices and retain 
their accustomed profits and production is 
checked. The checking of production is on 
the other side a checking of demand, which 
propagating itself through the interlaced 
machinery of production and exchange, 
brings a growing Gepression, culminating in 
financialcrisis,and then a long period of 
Stagnation suck as we are now ipass- 
ing through. For the _ restoration of 
equilubrium again either land values must 
fall, or wages and interest must decline, or 
roductive power must be increased by new 
nventions and processes, sO as to enable 
capital and labor to pay increased rent. 
Now, land values resist the strain better 
than elther labor or capital. Land does not 
eat nor rust, and the man whose land has 
had a higher value than it will now bring 
holds on, if he possibly can, in the expecta- 
tion that it will come up again. This dis- 
tress could be Drought to an end in twenty- 
four hours by a measure that, by putting 
faxes on the value of land and exempting 
improvements, would open land to iabor, but 
short of that it is likely to be a slow process. 
However, more thinking is going on on eco- 
nomic questions than ever before in our his- 
tory, and sooner or later the truth must be 
seen and accepteda.’’

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New York, Feb, 19,—Henry George, the 
advocate of the single tax doctrine, while in 
favor of the adoption of the Wilson tariff bill 
as one stepinthe direction of the adoption 
of his theory of taxation, is nota champion 
ofthe income tax.

**No, but I prefer an incometaxto a tariff 
tax for the reason that it does not so enlist 
powerful pecuniary interests in its support, 
but an income tax isin itself essentially un- 
just. Nor willit accomplish what is aimed 
at through it—an equalization in the dls- 
tribution of wealth. It cannot be fairly col- 
Jected, nor will it touch the causes of the 
monstrous] inequality which are con, 
verting us asa nationinto the unduly rich 
and the unjustly poor. There isa better tax 
than the income tax—the single tax—and I 
think, asthe Republican Johnson of Indiana 
said in the tariff debate, that the Democratic 
party, or at least the radical wing, which is 
all that in a little while will be left of the 

Democratic party, is headed for that. There 
ig no other logical stopping-place. ’’ 

**That was proposed in the recent deDate 
in the House, was it not?’’ 

**Yes; the amendment proposed by Ma- 
guire of California to the income tax involved 
the single taxidea. It got six votes—that is 
to say, six Representatives, calling for ~ 
division, stood up to be counted for it, and 
at their own request got their names inserted 
in the Record, for there is no other way of 
recording votes in the committee of the 
whoie in which the Housethen was. They 
were Maguire of California, Jerry Simpson of 
Kansas, Johnson and Harter of Ohio and 
Warner and Tracey of New York. This was 
the first entrance of the single tax into Con- 
gress, andthe vote was twice as much as I 
had expected.

_**What was the nature of Maguires pro- 
posal?’’ 

‘*The re-enactment of the old direct tax, 
apportioned among the Statesin proportion 
to populations and levied not upon the vwalue 
of landand improvements, as previous d(l- 
rect taxes have been, but only upon land 
Value.’’ 

**But would not that bear heavily on the 
Western States?’’ 

‘*No. A tax levied as before upon the value 
of land and improvements would. Andthat 
has been the great objection to the direct 
tax. But striking out improvements and 
levying the tax only onthe value of land it 
would not. A great part of the land of the 
West isownedin the East and in Europe. 
That is alsotrue of improvements—ralilroads, 
for instance—though not in so great a de- 

ree. Butany tax on improvements must 
all finally upon the residents of 
the State, who are the users 
ofthe improvements, Sothat by exempting 
improvements, alithat part of the tax which 
must fall necessarily upon the people of 
the State, whether they are owners or not, 1s 
omitted, and only that is ieft which will fall 
to owners, whether they are residents of the 
State or not. Now, taking mortgages into 
account, itis only an exaggeration to say 

thatthe West is owned in the East and in 
E£urope. A tax by population, which would 
seem to fall unequally on the West when you 
compare population with assessed and as- 
sumed wealth, would, therefore, fall very 
lightly on the West when levied as Maguire 
roposes. In fact, the heavier it was the 
tter it would be for the West, as it would 
the more quickly clean out the absentee 
owners who ure increasingly draining the 
wealth produced in the West.’’

The Millard was a tug of twenty tons bar- 
den, Commanded by Capt. Joe Thompson, 
and was making its way with the sixty men 
from Greytown to Bluefields, where they 
wereto do some work for the Navigation 
company. Several weeks elapsed and no 
news was received that the vessel had ar- 
rived. Rumors were circulated that it had 
gone down in the Caribbean Sea, and that all 
on the ship were lost in the squall which 
some time ago blew terrifically across that 
body of dangerous water. 

While the confirmation of the loss of the 
ship is made in the dispatch to London, no 
particulars could be ascertained. It will 
never be known whether the vessel went 
down ina gale, which is reported to have 
visited the waters in which it navigated 
shortly after its departure from Greytown,or 
whether it sprang a leak which the men 
could not stop. 

Capt. Anderson, the Englishman, who in- 
formed the reporter of the confirmation of 
the rumor, said he was acquainted with 
Capt. Thompson and had seen the vessel, 


which he says was about twenty tons burden.. 


Whether or noi any of the wreckage will be 
found to tell the sad tale is not known,

He expressed his love for the young lady 
many times and spoke oftenof her many 
charms and accomplishments. He took such 
great pains to impress on Mrs. Biackburn 
the sterling worth of the girl that the elder 
lady took her under her chaperonage and 
the two were often seen together on public 
occasions. 

Mrs. Blackburn said that the Congressman 
had often told herthat he had explained to 
Miss Pollard thatthey could not be married 
at that time without scandal, and that the 
ceremony would have to be postponed. Just 
what he meant by scandal Col. Breckinridge 
never explained, but he saida woman in 
Washington had to be very careful or she 
would lose ‘her good name. Madeline, he 
said, had preserved hers because she had 
lived there for three years In a convent.

Impertant Changes in the College of 
fe Physictans and Sargeons. 


Several changes have lately been made In 
the faculty and the staff of the St. Louis 
College of Physicians and Surgeons. The 
most important change was made at a meet« 
ing of the Board of Trustees last Thursaay 
night, which was made public for the first 
time this morning and caused much comment.

CIENCY COULD BE MET. 


Threatening Postal Cards From an Ohio 
Man—No Quorum on Friday Nights to 
Consider Pension Bills—Hustling in 
the Patent Office—American Flour in 
Africa— Washington News. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 19,- The Ways 
and Means Committee has preserved a special 
bunch of papers containing remarkable prop- 
ositions from people in various partsof the 
country as to the means for meeting the 
Government deficiency. One of these urges 
a tax of $10 each on each base ballor foot 
ball club in the country and an additional $10) 
for every game of base Dall or foot 
ball played. Another proposition is thata 
reduction of 10 per cent be made on all gal- 
aries to government Officers, over $1,000, 
their reduction to continue until the hard 
imes are over. Another reformer proposes 
a heavy internal revenue tax to be placed 
on revolvers, pistols, dirks, daggers, ani 
other weapons used in committing bodily 
violence, 

Various plans for protecting working men 
have been suggested,one of these being a tax 
of $100 on every immigrant coming to this 
country to work. 

Some of those propositions have contained 
threats of various natures. One man at 
Columbus, O,, has sent many threatening 
postal cards, written in red ink, expressing 
a purpose of Killing members of the com- 
mittee. Each of this man’s letters bears the 
impress of a large seal, similar to a notarial 
seal. Inthecircular margin of this are the 
words, ‘*Marshal of the United States,’’ and 
within the circle, **State of Ohio.’’ The seal 
is wellexecuted and gives the letters an ap- 
pearance of being the work of some anar- 
chistic organization, though they are be- 
lieved tobe sent by one man. No effort has 


been made to apprehend the writer, as he is 
regarded as harmless, but the letters may 
be turned over to the Inspectors of the Post- 
office Department. 


SLIM NIGHT SESSIONS. 
Congressmen with private pension bills to 
push will find it up-hill work in this Con- 
gress. There is a rule setting apart Friday 
nights for the consideration of these bills, 


but last Friday night only halfa hundred 
members were present, and Representative 
Kilgore of Texas raised the point of no quo- 
rum, and all legisiation is blocked. 

Nixht sessions are proverbially slimly at- 
tenced. Members’ with private pension 
bills have been making anxious inguirles to- 
day whether Mr. Kilgore intended! to estab- 
lish a principle, and expects to continue de- 
manding quorums on Friday nights. They 
realize that it willbe impossible for private 
bills to pass If this requirement js adhered to, 
because seldom is there more than one mem- 
ber interested in a bill, and the combined 
forces of those with such measures in charge 
would not constitute a quorum. Other mem- 
bers are hardly expected to acquire enough 
interest to sit through the evening session. 

When Mr. Kilgore was questioned regard- 
ing his intentions to-day he replied: 

**l am afraid there will have to be a 
quorum to pass pension bDilis. On general 
principles,I ao not think any business shouid 
be transacted without a majority of mem- 
bers, certainly not by a handful of mem- 
bers. Thisrule for night sessions seems to 
have been intended to provide an easy pas- 
sage for private bills. I do not bellevein 
most Of these private bills, any way, partic- 
ularly with a depleted ‘iIreasury. »iost pen- 
sions which are deserved can be secured 
through the Pension Office. Others which 
are of sufficient importance to come before 
Congress are important enough to be con- 
sidered by a majority of the members. ’’ 

The Committee on Private Pensions has 
been very conservative in this session, rec- 
ommending but a few deserving cases for 
action, most of them relatives of veterans of 
the revolution and war of 1812, or Mexican 
war veterans. 

HUSTLING IN THE PATENT OFFICE. 

The work of the Pafent Office is less in ar- 
rears than atany time in the past seven or 
eight years, as shown bya statement pre- 
pared by Assistant Commissioner Fisher. It 


shows that while seven years ago one divis- 
10n was between six and seven months in ar- 
rears, now the greatest arrear in any division 
is four months. Then there were more than 
10,000 applications for patents on hand, while 
the number now pending is about 6,500, The 
work of the office relating to designs and 
trade-marks, of which there are only sixty- 
three of the former and forty of the latter 
pending, Is less than a month In arrears. 


AMERICAN FLOUR AT SIERRA LEONE, 
Inareportat the State Department from 
Unitea States Consul Jewitt from Slerra 
Leone, Africa, on the American flour con- 
sumption there the Consul says that, while 


the standard of living is not high, the use of 
American flour is extending, asshown by the 
fact that the imports increased from 6,500 
barrels in 1891 to 11,500 In 18938. He sees no 
obstacles to the extension of the trade and 
thinks the prospectis good fora large busi- 
ness, as all of the flour imported is American 
and the best grades are preferred. The 
United States Consul at Suives, Turkey, re- 
lating to the subject, holds no hope for pres- 
entor future business, as the people are 
wretchedly poor and ignorant and prefer 
thelrown coarse, half-crushed meals. The 
transportation difficulties also constitute a 
formidable obstacle to trade, and there are 
no goods to offer in exchange.

A portrait of Mrs. Benjamin Harrison, 
painted by Huntington of New York and pre- 
sented by the Patriotic Order of the Daugh-

FOSTMASTERS 


They Confer With the House Committee 
on Post-Cffices and Post Roads. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 19.—The House 
Committee on Post-offices and Post Kcads re- 
sumed to-day its consideration of the plan 
propoeed in a bill by Representative Dunphy 
of, New York, and indorsed by. the 
Post-office Department, for making sep- 
arate appropriations for the ten larg: 
est offices. It was noted in the annual 


report of the Postmaster-General that 30 per 
cent of the receipts of the 6.403 offices come 
fromthe citiesof New York, Chicago. Bos- 
ton, Philadelphia, St. Louls, Cincinnati 
Brooklyn, San Francisco, Baltimore an 
Pittsburg. 

There were present to-day Postmasters 
Dayton of New York, Hessing of Chicago, 
Carr of Philadelphia, Sullivan of Brooklyn 
and Jobneon of Baltimore. 

Postmaster Sullivan of Brooklyn described 
the inconveniences under which the officers 
labored from being compelled to secured the 
approval of the departmeet before any con- 
tingent expenditures be made, 

Postmaster Hessing of Chicago represented 
that the phenomenal growth of Chicago had 
not been met by corresponding improve- 
ments in postal facilities. The greatest con- 
centration of railway postal business for 
distribution, he said, is at Chicago, so that 
its receipts are not comparative 
to the business done. The great expanse of 
the city, the hundreds of miles of streets and 
the unusually hi buildings made it impos. 
sible for carriers to make the samo 
schedule time that they do in other cities. 
The Rookery Building alone, with 4,000 bus!- 
ness men, required the services of 
three carriers, maxing six trips a day, 
The Post-office buliding, he said, was an ar- 
chitectural abortion, unsanitary, condemned 
by the Health Department, with insuffidjent
